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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 

patent 6666771, Boutin. 

In regards to claim 1, Boutin discloses a propeller shaft assembly, comprising: 
at least one shock absorbing section that couples an outer shaft (20) and an 

inner shaft (18) that are mutually spline-engaged (via balls 28) to be retractable with 

impact loads, 

wherein the shock absorbing section is arranged and constructed such that a 
supporting member (56) is press-fit into an inner diameter portion of the outer shaft, and 
an end face of the inner shaft is disposed in contact with the supporting member in a 
direction of retraction with respect to the outer shaft, 

wherein the supporting member structure is arranged and constructed to facilitate 
adjustment of the press fit strength and related displaceability of the support member. 

Note, a comparison of the recited process with the prior art processes does NOT 
serve to resolve the issue concerning patentability of the product. In re Fessman , 489 
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F2d 742, 180 U.S.P.Q. 324 (CCPA 1974). Whether a product is patentable depends on 
whether it is known in the art or it is obvious, and is not governed by whether the 
process by which it is made is patentable. In re Klug . 333 F2d 905, 142 U.S.P.Q. 161 
(CCPA 1964). In an ex parte case, product-by-process claims are not construed as 
being limited to the product formed by the specific process recited. In re Hirao et aL 
535 F2d 67, 190 U.S.P.Q. 15, see footnote 3 (CCPA 1976). Therefore, the supporting 
member being press-fit into an inner diameter portion of the outer shaft is given little 
patentable weight. 

In regards to claim 2, Boutin discloses in the outer shaft, a splined portion having 
smaller in diameter than a press-fit inner diameter portion provided for the supporting 
member, a stepped portion is provided between the press-fit inner diameter portion and 
the splined portion; and 

a stop ring fitted to the end face of the inner shaft is engaged with the stepped 
portion. 

In regards to claim 4, Boutin discloses a plurality of the shock absorbing sections 
being axially disposed in alignment. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Boutin. 

In regards to claim 3, Boutin discloses the claimed invention except for a plurality 
of the shock absorbing sections being axially disposed in alignment. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
provides a plurality of the shock absorbing sections being axially disposed in alignment, 
since duplicating the components of a prior art device is a design consideration within 
the skill of the art. In re Harza , 274 F.2d 669, 124 USPQ 378 (CCPA 1960). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
